Meeting of lire wardens to investigate 
ivi.;i ting tho contract for constructing 
cistc -I. at tho cornor r>f NoriU Park streot 
and Quadra srtcot,' on the resolution of 
Coun. McLean. 

ftlr. Harris stated that the contract was 
awarded to tiilligan .and Cathcart §1.79, 
the no.\;t lowest tender being Willis Bond 
at §311). Tho contract included tho re- 
moval of tho earth. 

Willis Bond, examined said: — I mado 
arrangements to move the earth, the con- 
tractors stating that they had to do it un- 
der tho contract. I wai to rocoivu 
for tho work. I had removed a fow loads 
wlicn Couiib. Kinsman and Boyd came 
up. Kinaniaii said to ipe, "Ave you 
charging the coii^^ractovs for moving tho 
earth 1 I replied, it is not always that I 
laugh at a councillor; I wor', for silver, 
not for clay. Kinsman thi n lUld, if the 
contractors lir.vc to p;iy you I'oi this the 
sooner they ilischavge yi u tlie better for 
tliein. I said to Coun. Boyd if the Guun- 
cil intended to niovo tln^ earth at tlioir 
o.vpenso I should like to have tho job. 
Boyd and Iviusman replied they had a 
man to whom thoy wore going to give tho 
v.ork who was entitled to it. I asked wiio 
it was. Tiiey replied J.rr. J. W. ^\'il- 
lianis. At this time 1 was negotiating 
with Mr. Spencer to sell him the oartli 
for §10. Questioned by Coun. Kinsman. 
Did I not toll Gilligaa that Mr. ^yilIianl8 
would bo hero to-morrow to take away 
the eartli ? No; I did not hoar it. Coun. 
Wrigleawortli asked if ho (Bond) had of- 
fered tho contractors before signing the 
contract a aiini of nioiioy to throw up the 
contract and let him tai;c it '/ Mr. Bond 
replied, tho contractors proposed to ijjo 
to givo thoni §50 and thoy would throw 
up the contract. Before I gavo them an 
answer T called upon Coun. Mclioan ai.d 
asked him what was ho goin[f to do with 
the tender;; for thu eistern ( Coun. Mc- 
Lean said that ho liad spoken to Mr. 
Harris about it, who said that tho con- 
tractors had not tendered according to 
plan and spocilication. Ho (Coun. !Mc 
Loan) did not know how it would bo; it 
was loft in tho hands of Mr. Harris and I 
h;id better.ico INIr. Ilarrisaboutit, but that 
tho lowest legitimate tender would got tlio 
job. I afterwards saw Gilligaii and ollbr- 
ed him §25 not to sign the contract. He 
would not accept my offer, , After tho 
contractors liad signed the contract thoy 
made an agreement with nie to remove 
the earth for §37. 

Couu. Vigcliu.s oxaniinod — Did you 
sanction tho removal of tho earth by the 
City Council f Mr. Kinsman :;ol;ud me 
if 1 would agree to its Tonmvnl the 
Council, or the contractors Would throw 
up the Work, having taken it too low. I 
unswcreu that, 1 would agree that the 
Couneil .slumld do it. Did voii know that 
B.'jiid had arranged with tho contractors 
to remove tho earth for §37? Answer — 
did not. 

Coun. Shakespeare e.Kamiiied— Did you 
consent that tho Council should remove 
the e:irtii ( Coun, Kinsman c-;inie to me 
after the contractor.; hud liegiin their 
wiJik and 1 con.iented to the Council re- 
moving the earth. I did n^t know that 
Bond had agreed with the contractors to 
move tho earth for §37. 

Coun. Boyd oxatninod — Coun. Kinsman 
and I went to see tho contractors soon 
afrer thoy had begun tho work. The con- 
tractors wanted the Council to remove 
the earth, :\n tiiey had taken the work too 
low and could not make grub. Thcj* had 
contracted -with Bond to inovo tho etMth 
for .?37, and Bond was going to sell tlio 
earth for "a bit" a load. Bond told me, 
when Kinsman and I were at the cistern, 
that ho had contrtictcd to take r.way tho 
earth for §37. Coun. Kinsman and I 
concludod that it, was buti.oi'for the Coun- 
cil to piit on teams, take tlio earth away, 
and use it on the streets. Wo had not at 
this tiino arranged v.-ith any one to niovo 
tho earth. 

Coun. Wriglosworth examined -When 
tenders wore rcceiv?d in Council Bund's 
tender was §349, Gilligan's .?17th Tiio 
city engineer's estimate was §347. I was 
satisfied thab tho con.ractcirB cijuld not do 
tho work for tho monoy. I rcconimond- 
ed tho .street committee tliat tho Cuiineii 
shniilil rcniuve tlie earth, as it w;is in spe- 
cilictitioii that thu City could claim the 
eartli tind remove it. I was s.atistied that 
if this wa.s not done tho contractors would 
thre w up tho contract and it would cost 
tlip city more. 

Coun. Kinsman examined — I sai ! in 
Coinicil when tenders were read that I 
wa.i sure tliat (Jilligan could not do tho 
Work for the money. 1 talked afterwards 
with tho City Engineer, who said that tho 
contractors ought to hn'/e sent in a iirice 
for moving tho earth along with their 
tender. 1 .laid the coiitf;ictoi:i luivo biic 
little e.viieriei.'^e and tiiat we ought iiul to 
exact too much friuii them. That we 
might lake t.ie c;irth awaj', hut that liie 
euntract apucifjcd that tho contrai tors 
should do it. I wont to see tho contrac- 
tors when they wero working. trilligaii 
.said: We want y(;ii to take tho earth 
av.ay. 1 replied, Voii iv.ee t!io contract 
to do it. (Jilligan •j.iid; It is optional 
wilh the Council to do it or iml. 1 said 
iigain: Von uiiist do it. (iiUigan replied: 
You ought not to l e too hard on a poor 
ninn, as you know it is optional with the 
Council to do it or not. Ir.fplicd: Woll,I will 
SCO tho Council aliout it. Afterwards T 
Haw Couii;!. lioyd, Vigelius and .Shal;es- 
pcari!. They agreed tliat the Council 
should do the work of moving tho eartli. I 
went to see Coun. McLean about it, but 
ho was out. I should have said tlnit J 
lir.st saw Mr. Harris and heard from hiui 
tliat it was optional with the Council to 
remove the e;irth or not. lioyd and 1 
t;ilkeil over the matter as to who:u we 
should givo tho job to remove tho earth 
and agreed to give it to Mr. J. W. AVii- 
liiuns, as he Lad not done any work for 
us of late. We *old Mr. William.«i to sond 
his teaiiiB to di, the work next mofning. 
Directly after tolling Mr. Williams, Bo/d 
and 1 went to ( Jilligan at tho work, and 
t(dd him that we wotdd send teams to do 
tho work next morning. Bond who was 
t hero said, why not let mo njgvo tho 
earth? I answered, wo licivS alVeady got 
a man to do it, y.m i;avo just had a §(j!) 
job. 'I'lien 1 said, are you charging tho 
contractors for moving tho clay 'f Bond 
gave nil e\'a»ive answer. I then said (o 
Bond, are you .selling it / Ho replied, 
"I am to got a bit a load for if I said.

earth? Gilligan would not reply. I said, 
if you arc you litid better get rid of him. 
If Coun. Boyd'u statement was correct, 
that when Boyd and himself wont to the 
cistern to see flic contractors, they, Boyd 
and himself knew that the contractors 
had agreed to pay Bond for moving the 
earth, then ho (Coun. Kiusman) ^^■ould 
givo up, as this was what Coun. McLean 
had charged them with, but for his part 
ho did not know it. 

Coun. Boyd, subseipiently slated to the 
Mayor that he wished to correct his atato- 
inoiit, as on thinking tho matter over ho 
felt convinced th.at Coun.

DELAY IN GALLimi THE 
ROUSE TOGETHER. 



The i)Ost)jonciuciit of the inectiii;,' of 
the provincial legialatuic lia.s taken 
every ono by surprise, ami more especi- 
ally the niember.s who resitln at k dis- 
tance. During last session when a re- 
solution was introduced and uassed, re- 
solving that the House should ho called 
together early in January of eiiuli year, 
it was pointed out that tliu govern- 
ment when left to thouisclvca, for roa- 
sons beat known to thoni, were in the 
habit of delaying the auminons for the 
dispatch of business to such a lato date 
in thn spring of tho year that tho busi- 
ness arrangements of up-country mem- 
bers in particular were seriously inter 
fered with. Why tho spirit of the re 
solution referred to is not carried out 
we are at a less to understand. Mr. 
Walkem, all tho members of his gov 
ernment, and tho House gcnmal!) 
were in favor of early .scssion.s, and 
now, for some mysterious reason, a re- 
solution of the iiouse in treated with 
utler contempt. Tlu^ out.spoken, eon- 
fiding premier, we hear, lian been en 
deavoring to pull the wool over the 
eyes of sonio of the ineinbcrs >by hint 
ing at important Islaml railway news 
which must come to hand shortly, the 
early satisfactory term inat ion of the 
DeCosmos mission to the foot of the 
throne, &c., ic, all conveyed in his 
usual non-conimiltal semi coulidential 
manner. We can see no reason why 
the session should not commence at 
onco and tho wishes of the monibers as 
to'an early meeting bo complied with. 
There is always a certain amount of 
preliminary business each session which 
occupies generally some ten days or a 
fortnight, and if there is any .satisfac- 
tory news m rotitf with rcsix ct to 
railway matters it could scarcely bo 
dealt with till such ]ireliminarics had 
been disposed of. We am afraid r. 
Walkem has other motives for delay- 
ing tho meeting of the House — motivi-s 
we have reason to sujjpo.se thai reilecl 
very little to that gentleman's credit. 
Wo opine ho has a wholeaoinn iiorror 
of facing tho House on the graving 
dock question, and is more especially 
exercised in his mind how to explain 
away the lamentable blunder he has 
made in the quantity of cement re 
quired for that woi-lc. Itli.'is also 
been hinted that the chief coniuiissioncr 
is hoping against hope, that the con- 
tractors for the Esquimalt dock may 
be forced to suspend work before be 
meets tho House, a state of allairs he 
has assiduously endeavored to bring 
about by every moans in his power. 
It is a question whether iMr. Walick.m 
cares about being cross-e.xarained as to 
the reasons of the outrageous delay in 
tho payment of the dock contractors' 
certificates, payment ou the first, we 
understand, being withheld for over 
months, through tho bad nianng(!ment 
and egregious blundering of that ofli- 
cial. The railway stories of Air. 
Walkem, must bo simply humbug, as 
Mr. DeOosuos, the accredited agent of 
the provincial government, 1ms been in 
Ottawa for some time jiast, and it is 
fair to presume that hia reports, kc. , 
arc now in the hands of j\Ir. Walke.m. 
We do not imagine that our premier is 
prepared to hold out threats or declare 
war against the Dominion government, 
neither does he intend introducing any 
secession resolutions. Henco we fail 
to see any legitimate reason for further 
delay.

The municipal election contest has 
closed, and victors and vanrjuished 
should cheerfully acce])t the result, lay 
aside their armor and join in the work 
of building up this beautiful town. 
All animosities and heart-burnings 
that were engendered during' the can- 
vass should be allowed to sub.sidc. As 
a rule the contest was conducted with 
much good feeling. Nothin;; occurre;! 
to mar tho harmonious relations of the 
electors. The new civic oificer.'i have 
need of all the assistance the rat<!pay- 
ers at large can extend to them. A 
great and wholesome change is about 
to occur in tho affairs of the provinen, 
and although the clioicc yestenh.y does 
not meet with unanimous a])pro\ al, it 
will be to tho interest of all to ac 
quiesce cheerfully in that choice. A 
gratifying feature of theclcctionwas the 
lively interest manifested in civic 
aflairs, Formerly elections went 
by default; candidates were dillicult to 
procure, and voters scarcely troubled 
themselves to visit the nominiition and 
jwlling places.

The distance from Lime .Stone Bapids 
until water is reached at this end of 
the route is a little over 200 miles — it 
not lieing the intention of the pro- 
moters of the line to utili/c any of tho 
accessible water sLretehca between the 
northern terminus named and l<ake 
Winnipeg. A trial lina or careful ex- 
ploratory survey was run from the ter- 
ndnus on the Nelsoii. lliver to Lake 
\Vinni|)eg, and the routci selected was

THE CONTEST YESTERDAY. 

Committees Worked Like 
Beavers. 

A LARGE VOTE CAST. 



Of all tho (.lay.s (luring tlil.s uxi uiitinnal- 
ly fine winter yesterday wa.s the imiai tie- 
liglitful. At ton (I'cldck the iiiiiiiic'iial 
election macliiiiory \v;ia put inniotiim iwid 
was found to work adiiiiriibly in every 
particular. In consequence of tho vot- 
ing for Maynr being at the City Mall, th;it 
buildintr was tho eleetioii hea(l<|itarter.s 
and tho ceiitro of attractimi tiiruiighoiit 
the day. Sluu'lly after tlie poll (i[,cn:;i.l 
liacks were .seen in every direction Ijoiir- 
ing placardn with jNIcLcan's name fur 
Mayor and advising everybody to vote 
.that party's nominees for Councillors. 
In the evening a dodycr appcat- 
icd whifih informed tho public tliat 
iVIr. Shakespeare was not in favor of im- 
porting brasswiirk from Han Fraiieisci . 
I'oatcra were also .scattered over tho city 
with tho names of candidates mi tlutt 
ticket. As soon as the poll books were 
opened a steady stream of voters kept the 
clerks just in busy as thoy wat-.ted to bo 
at the ditl'urcnt polling place.s. In two 
hours, namely at iiO(.ri, there had lieen 
284 votes cast for mayor, of whom eight 
were ladies; in Johnson street ward fur 
councillors 84 votes had then been given ; 
in Yates street ward 115; -•vncl in Jmncs 
Hay 100. In tho latter ward four ladies 
exercised tho franchise. From 12 to 1 
ballot papers were much in dcniaiul at 
every polling place. At two p. m. the 
votes for mayor had gone up to 5'12, while 
tho wards had pulled as follows: Johnson 
street, 230; Yates, 221; James Bay 210. 
From two o'clock to the clo.se of tho poll 
at 4 voting alackeiiod oil' in tlie several 
wards; but for mayor it was still kopt up 
in quite a lively manner. When 4 o'clock 
struck there had been C83 votes cast fur 
Mayor, Johnson street ward liad ])ollud 
301, Yates street ward 264 and James Hay 
The returning otUcer proceeded at unco 
to count the votes, first ascertaining that 
the number specilied l.y each deputy va.s 
ill tho box. ilr. McLean bagged the lirst 
ballot for tho mayoralty, but his oiipun- 
ont at once got ahead and kept so till tho 
close of the count by from 1.") to 30, and 
finally won the election by a majority of 
24, tlie numbci's standing

Tho Yates Street Ward ballot-box was 
noxt openud, and at tho close of this 
count tho vote stood as follows:

In James Bay ward tho count wa.; 
moat exciting from beginning to the end, 
each of tho candidates keeping iiock and- 
nock till its close, sometimes one 
forging ahead and then another. Tliu 
following is tho vote polled ;

Messrs. Sliears and Wilson lieinL,'llie 
councillors elect. Wilsim carried oil' the 
palm so far as plumpers were eniici rued, 
having 49 recorded in his favor. The 
large number of those votes of course car- 
ried hire in over Smith who only bagged 
8, Shears took but 5. 

Spoiled and rejected iiallot.i only am- 
ounted to 10 in tlie wards ilistriliuted as 
follows: Yates street 5, Johnson street 
3, and James B.-.y 2. Sovou were re- 
jected in tho mayoralty count. 
Directly after tho count was over thi 



Iloturning ofiiccr adjourned to the Coun- 
cil Chamber for tho declaration; the re- 
sult of which was ;is abovo noted. 

Mayor elect Sliokespearo . then cumo 
forward &mid much applause and remark- 
ed that he was glad tho day's work was 
over, and it had been a heavy oiiu. Ho 
was pleased with tho .'iujiport given hiui 
and pleased v.ith the kind of i,upport 
likewise, for it was the bone and oinew uf 
the country. To his mind the election 
wa.i eminei.tlj- a:;ti:jfactory, and futuro 
uiuetiiit.;.') of the council would also bo sat- 
isfactory. l^Hiarrelling and disagreemen 
would now bo at an end. Ho was bound 
nut to lie a nioinhor of tliis year's council 
with the man who had that day been de- 
feated, lie had accepted the challenge 
thrown down and he was proud to say 
that ho was elected by a good majority. 
It would have been more to his mind ' to 
liavy) been in the council for Johnson 
.'itreet ward, but he left the electors to 
decide upon his conduct as its 
representative and tliat conduct 
had been approved of. lie [ire- 
dictcd that tho meetings of Council would 
be agroeablo gatherings; would certainly 
do all ill his power to promote tho boat 
interests of tho city. A good many 
things liad been said against him, soiiio of 
which were ataba in the back. It had 
been roported that ho had sent brass 
work out of the country, but he had duno 
no such thing, and had oven paid 10 or 
20 per cent, moro to keep tho work in 
the country. Ho then auini'vdverted on 
tho placarding that hatl been done by his 
opjHinent, v.hich advised people to vote 
for honest men, and insinuated that all 
who wore not on tho placard and who 
were in the Council last year were not 
honest men. Ho bell.-!vcd that ail the 
old iiioiiibers of the Council wore liuneat 
men, and that it was cowardly in the ox- 
treine to blackmail them in such a man- 
ner. Tho electors, he thought, w..iild be 
sati.ilied with tho result of the day's work 
at the end of tho year, and ho character- 
ized it as ono of the greatest victories that 
had ever boon achieved (applause.) 

Calls for .Mr. McLean wore then made 
from all parts of tho h.all, but that gon- 
tleniiin did not appear. 

Ml'. Baker then took tho stand amid 
much applause. He thanked tho electors 
of Vatea street ward very cordially for 
tho largo majority that had been accord- 
ed him, especially as but a few days ago 
lie had no idea of oirering liiiiisidf fur tlie 
position of eouiicillor. He would say no- 
thing about what ho would do in the 
Council, but at tho close of the year he 
would tell them what ho hail done and 
what ho had omitted to do. Comparisons 
wero characterized us ndiuus, and there- 
fore he would not make them betwutm 
inemhers of the old council and tho.se of 
the new. Ho would try to work liannun- 
iously with his fellow nioinbers through- 
out tho term. lie was perhaps somewhat 
blunt, as jnost sailors are, and would only 
once more thank the electors. He retired 
amid much applause. 

Mr. Wriglesworth iie.\t to.ik the stand 
and said that he was surprised at tho vote 
that had been accorded him cmisidcring 
the nuinbor of onetnies he l)..d made dur- 
ing tho past year. But bo would do his 
duty to the best of his ability this year as, 
1)0 had tried to do last year. Ue again 
returned thanks for his election and re- 
tired amid applause. 

Mr. I'oyd had some doubts about bin 
election on account of the stand he had 
taken on the club question, llo had not 
forgotten. (A voice — we'll give you a seat 
in tho club.) These men should pay taxes 
as well as others. Then there was the 
electric light (laughter.) He would use 
all his iidluonco to get it estab- 
lished in tlie city. It was his hob'uj'; 
and he had studied tho matter for more 
than a year. Then! was nothing butter 
than towers for lighting cities; because 
low lamps would not light people's back 
yards and towers would. (Laughter, and 
a voice, "No, no.") He was well satisfied 
with tho choice of a mayor. Had tried 
for tli.al position last year and had been 
badly beaten on account uf being a whis- 
key seller. Tho electors forgot, however, 
that his then opponent sold whiskey, too. 
He dcsigii.atcd the contest juat ended a.s 
one between tho aristocracy and demo- 
cracy. (Laughter.) Ituiiert .slrc;t and 
the improvement of his own [iroporty wore 
also touched upon and the electors wore 
advised to read Tin' Ci'lunist of yesterday 
for a full explanation of that matter. 
After stating that ho would take the same 
course in tho Council this year as ho did 
last 5Ir. lioyd m:ido way for 

Jlr. Ivinaman who took the stand in a 
great round of applause. Ho liad no 
doubt but that taking tho number of 
votes into consideration that had been 
polled for him tho electors were looking' 
for a speech, hut if thoy were they would 
be di.sappointed. (.\ Voice — Go it old 
man.) He had boon anxious to ascertain 
if he had done right last year and he ap- 
peared again for the council to find that 
out. Being placed at tho head of tho 
poll ho took it for granted that his con- 
duct as one of the representatives for 
Johii.sun street ward for the past year had 
been endorsed. Ue v.'ould assure tliecluc- 
tors that he would do what was right to 
tho best of lii.s ability during tho incom- 
ing year. Wl.enever tiioy intimated to 
him that ho was not w;iiiled any longer 
he would willingly step out. It was cer- 
tainly an honor to belong to tho council 
and he hij[ied the peoide woidd be 
satisfied with his future course. 

Capt. Warren was found at tho lower 
end of tho hall after repeated calls wore 
made for him. Ho made his w.ay through 
the crowd amid erios of "he is hero,"

It .sectus that j\Ir. .James, al- 
though neither li.arrister nor a solicitor, 
has an oflice in old Bond street, near 
Long's Hotel, where ho acts as an ollice 
counsel and employs solicitors to sup- 
er\ ise all necessary legal procedures. 
A lady named Pitt applied to liim for 
the negotiation of a loan. IVIr. Jaiiica 
etnploycd. a solicitoi' by ihr suggestive 
named of liiivcn, who urcw this agree- 
ment, iiivolviiig a sum of about .*)15,- 
000, which Mr. James brought to her 
and adviseii her to sign, and which she 
did sign, relying upon ]\Ir.

net sum of .£I,8.'")0, less principal and 
expenses duo on mortgage payable 

I to Messrs. Taylor it Co., and on receipt 
of the .£'2,850 I will give you a full dis- 

1 charge." 

Of the proceeds of the loan the lenders 
— tlie National Life Assurance Coni- 
jiaiiy — deducted about ijloO for a 
search into the title and $750 as a pre- 
mium. Mr. James took .'j250, Mr. 
Raven, the solicitor, took §1,250 and 
§1,000 iiiorn wero taken by Signor 
Barri, an employee of Mr. James, who 
had " acted in the matter while Mr, 
James was ill." After lienring all the 
facts 

" Mr. Justice Fry hold that the let 
tor signed by Mrs. Pitt did not fullil 
the conditions requisite to a valid 
agreement between a solicitor and 
client for fi.xing the remuneration of 
tlie former, inasmuch as it is necessary 
that such agreement must contain all 
tho terms and must bo signed by both 
parties. Furthermore, he saici, the 
Court liad jurisdiction to set aside sucli 
an agreement if it was not fair and 
honest.

Table Manners. ' ' ' 
Nothing is bo important in the train- 
ing of afimily of ohildien (after teach- 
ing themxevecenoe and to teU the truth), 
aa to give^ thffin^/mod table manners, 
Bays aa artiole la' Harper's .Sazar, from 
wliioh are taken theso extraots : It is 
said by foreigners to bo a great national 
defect with ua Amt jicans. Wo do not. 
&a a nation, comport ours^ilm ■ffoll at 
the table. In the first place, wo eot too 
fast, and are apt to make a coise over 
our eonp. Well-bsad people pat their 
Soup into their mouths wifnout a sound, 
lifting np their spoon slowly, thinking 
about it, and managing to swallow it 
noiselessly. In tho second place, wo nro 
accuflod of chewing onr food uith luo 
month open, and of putting too much 
in tho mouth at once. Again, wo are 
aconsed, partictdarly at railway stations 
and at hotels, of puttiug our heads in 
our plates, and of eating with the knife 
instead of with fork. Some people 
eat instinctively and •with great elegance ; 
some never acliievo olegouce in these 
minor matters, but all should strive for 
it There ia no moro roptilsivo object 
than a person who oate noisUy, grossly, 
inelegantly. Dr. Johnson is remembered 
for his brutal way of eating almost oa 
much as for.: his 'great'leaming and 
geniufl. With' liirn it vraa selfish preoc- 
cupation. Fish and fruit are eaten with 
silver knives and forks ; or, if silver flsh- 
knivoa ore not providoci, a piece of breatl 
can bo held in tho loft bond. Fish cor- 
rodes a steel kuivo. Never tilt a soup- 
plate for tho last drop, or scrapo yotu' 
plate clean, or drain yoiu: wino-glass to 
tho drugs. Leave something for " man- 
ners" — a good old lain. A paitof table 
idan^iarssuould bo tho oouTersation. U;^ 
mutual consent, ovciy ono shoidd bring 
only tho best that ia in liim to the table. 
There should be the greatest ca.ro taken 
in tho family circle to talk of only agree- 
able topics at meals. Tho mutual for- 
bearanco which prompts tho neat dress, 
the respectful beai'ing, tho delicate habit 
of eating, the attention to table etiquette, 
should idso make the mmd put on its 
best dress, and tho eflbrt of any ono at a 
meal Bhould be to make himself or her- 
self as agreeable as possible. No ono 
should allow any liasto in being helped, 
any diajiloasuro at being left until tho 
last, it ia always proper at an informol 
meal to ask for a secoud cut, to say that 
rjcre or underdone beef is moro to your 
taste than the moro cooked portions, to 
Bsk for another glass of chompa^e or 
sherry. But one never asks twice for 
ROUP or fish ; ono is rarely helped twice 
at dessert. These diahes, also salad, aro 
supposed to admit of but ono helping.

As oil consists of acids 
aud glycerme, the latter is Obtained by 
separating the oil — tho some ia true of 
fat — into its component parts. 

The uses of glycerine arebecoming moro 
and moro extended and valuable. There 
is no application that is better than a 
fow drops rubbed daily over the hands, 
to keop them moist and smooth. Tho 
liands should be first n. oistened with 
water, ns tlie glycerine otherwise ab- 
sorbs moisture from the skin. 

Qlycoriiio and carbolic acid — threo 
ounces of the former to fifteen grains of 
tho latter — are among the most ofl'ectivo 
applications for oliapped bauds, and 
equally for a scurfy skin. It moy be 
used two or threo times a day. 

Glycerine is also said to be exceed- 
ingly effective in some cases of piles. A 
gentleman who had Buffered from them 
for years, and whoso case appeared to 
defy medical treatment, was cured by 
taking it daily with his food. A doao 
would be from a half to a whole table- 
spoonful. 

Writers in the London Lancet strong- 
ly recommend it for acidity of stomach. 
Its uao for this trouble was first discov- 
ered by a private gentleman, who had 
long been a sufferer Irom it. Having 
read in tho paper that glycerine kept 
milk from Bouring, ho said to himself, 
" Why won't it keep mo ? " 

Ho tried it with comploto success, and 
was ablo thenceforth to tidcc food from 
which ho had been forced to abstain. It 
was subsequently employed by physi- 
cians with like residts. 

It does not remove acidity ; it only 
prevents its occurrence, 'ifako from a 
teaspoonfiU to a table-spoonful immedi- 
ately after eating ; or take it in the tea 
inploce of sugar. — Youth's Companion.
